Under the leadership of Jack Walker, the McGill Redmen, for the first time in history, took 
both the O.Q.A.A. championship as well as thé City Inter-Colleglale Basketball title which they 
regained last night from Sir George Williams after a two-year wait, by a 57-50 score.

Tempers flared at this 
point as Georgian coach Mag Flynn 
was given ■ bench technical while 
Bob Shtyn was thrown out of the 
game. The Redmen. held the lead 
until there were only/three minu- 
tes left to play, when the Georgians 
fought back to tie the score at 10 
apiece.

The future of the islands remaining in the West Indies Federation and "The Political, Econo- 
mic, and Financial Implications of the Eight Islands Federation" were discussed last night as part 
of the West Indian Week program. 



Noel Lewis, panel moderator, in 
her introduction stated that the re- 
cent withdrawal of Trinidad and 
Jamaica from the Federation had 
left her with a "dismal view" of 
the future of the Caribbean area. 

Errol Iloscin began the discus- 
sion by outlining the problems 
caused by the geography of the 
remaining Islands of St. Vincent, 
Granada, Antigua, St. Kitts, Barba- 
dos, Monse'rrat, Dominica, and St. 
Lucia. 

MAIN PROBLEMS 

He- listed the main geographical 
problems. He closed with the state- 
ment that he could see no hope 
for; the,, Eight islands Federation 
"unléssitbesc islands are prepared 
to incorporate some form of a de- 
finite central government to direct 
thfe economy". 

Clarence Bayne, speaking on the 
economic problems facing the re- 
maining Federation members 
agreed with Hoscin's proposal for 
a central government, stating, "On- 
ly a proposed political and econo- 



mic union holds some hope for 
economic solvency in the future".

Faculty is sponsoring a campus-wide blood drive Thursday to re- 
route some blood from the veins of McGill students to the Red 
Cross Blood Bank. 



The blood drive, which is in the 
nature of an emergency appeal 
from the Red Cross to McGill stu- 
dents, will be held Thursday only, 
from 10 am to 6 pm in the Com- 
mon Room of the New Engineer- 
ing Building. 

"The Red Cross realizes this is 
an imposition on the student body, 
but they arc hoping that McGill 
students will be^able^.:to come 
through with the necessary blood," 
said Marcel Tuchner,' Chairman of 
the Blood Drive. He stressed that 
this is the only clinic' being held 
in the Montreal region this week, 
and the only source of supply for 
blood. 

It has been over 4^ months 
since the last blood drive, and 
everyone is physically capable of 
giving blood every 3 months.

Uninformed 'Pot' Shots 

Yesterday's edifJon of fhe "Plumbers' Po»" carried a 
•trongly worded editorial criticizing the Dally for not follow- 
ing the true altitude of the Press In seeking out news and 
publicizing worthwhile events". Unfortunately, the points rai- 
sed to back op their statements are excellent examples of 
uninformed editorializing. Consequently,. a few facts are In 
order. 

We quote: ". . . the primary function of a university news- 
paper would be to publicize events such as these", ('these' 
referring to tho Revue and the Infer-Varsity Drama League). 
The purpose of any news paper is made clear by Its very 
nouns to print the news. Neither the Daily nor any other news- 
paper is meant to be a publicity sheet. Even so, it is certainly 
not lacking in giving ample space to events sponsored by any 
society. At the peril of being repetitious, the Dally ran ad- 
vance stories on IVDL for three weeks before opening nigfit 
and then in each edition of the five days before the Festival. 

Our staff is occupied with covering the news of this 
campus, but eertaini/ it is the duty of no newspaper to seek 
out publicity items which should actually be classified as ad- 
vertising. However, club publicity men, following the policy 
of the Daily, have been encouraged and are responsible for 
bringing in the articles Ihey wish to have run. In all cases, 
we run the actual article or a rewrite of it. 

The "Pot" claims that "'Features' articles, which were 
free press releases, were distorted, to such an extent that they 
couldn't be recognized by the original writers". One cannot 
include a publicity release under the heading 'feature article' 
and perhaps it Is because some are written as Features arti- 
cles that they must be rewritten for the news pages. 

The editorial talks about "numerous errors and omissions 
that we. deem too childish to mention". In six months of print- 
ing, we never received a letter from fhe mature "Pot" editors 
or any engineer complaining of these. We must assume, the- 
refore, that only children would notice them. 

We are criticized for charging too much for publicity. 
We have never refused space free of charge to any reason- 
able organization. Obviously, some events merit inore publi- 
city than others — a weekly meeting does not rate with a 
debate or concert — and the Daily follows a policy of common 
sense. 

The issue .of Monday, February 19, named the winners 
of the Snow Sculpture Contests. Any readers noticed it. 

Too much publicity for the Toilet Bowl Game? . . . ade- 
quate, we'say. The game is played between the SEC and the 
Daily in conjunction with one- of McGill's largest projects. 
Winter. Carnival. Two stories were printed on the game — one 
before and one after. 

To throw out the last of their charges. Daily staffers 
were photographed - only three times this year, always in 
spreads that included at least six other shots. 

Finally, we can only judge the "Plumbers' Pot" editorial 
a mass of irresponsible journalism and - suggest they might 
sound more impressive if they printed the true facts in place 
of long words and rash statements. 

Looking over the rest of the "Pot" edition,- we certainly 
must take exception to the policy of partisan comments on 
a nominee for a top Students' Society post. 

Followingj^the^décI.s of responsibility to the Students' 
Society, the Daily^^'and all other publications, hove refrained 
from biasing voters, either through direct support or, as In 
this case, by casting unfounded insinuations on one candidate. 
In particular, we cannot condone the irresponsibility of print- 
ing such insinuations In the last publication before the elec- 
tion dote, thereby eliminating any possibility of response from 
the candidate In question. *" ,.ii. -r, 

We suggest that the "Plumbers' Pot" give attention to 
the more serious aspects of a publication before quibbling 
over unfounded rumours. 



Student Life In Paris

Tlic approach Is more philoso- 
phical here and tho subject Is 
taught from many levels — cri- 
tically, historically, politically 
and 80 on. 

In taking tho "Licence" at the 
Sorbonnc, for example, one has 
a choice of one or two o( four 
certificates to prepare each year. 
These certificates are connected 
directly to the chosen course and . 
are subdivided into several to- 
pics.

The universal problem of find- 
ing inexpensive lodgings faces 
the Parisian student as much as 
it docs the Toronto scholar. If he 
is lucky he will have a room (or 
two, If he Is married) at the Cité 
Universitaire or at Antony Seine 
where the rent is lower by ap- 
proximately $20 a month as com- 
pared with other places of the 
city. ("Other places" can mean 
anything from living with ■ 
French family to a room In one 
of the small hotels). 

The rent is about equal to that 
paid in most Canadian centres. 

The meal problem is really no 
problem here. Student restau- 
rants, serving meals which cost 
the equivalent of 21 cents, effec- 
tively squelch tho rumblings of 
an empty stomach. 

As can be expected, the City 
of Light offers a wealth of en- 
tertainment and prices arc usual- 
ly reduced for students. As well, 
the universities offer diverse 
forms of entertainment with such 
groups as the "Jeunesses Musica- 
les de France", or the "Clné Club 
Universitaire". 

Generally speaking, the stu- 
dent body here is not monolithic, 
but rather is fragmentized into 
diverse groups, each of which re- 
presents a small part of the liv- 
ing mosaic of Paris.

Sir George lor 36 years. Ho was 
born and educated In Cowansvlllc, 
graduated from McGill and did 
postgraduate work at Harvard. He 
was granted a licentiate of reli- 
gious education by the Montreal 
Diocesan Theological College, and 
the degree of Doctor of Laws by 
McMaster University. 

He joined Sir George in 1926, 
where he conducted a course, in 
biology. Five years later, be deve- 
loped the Nattual Science course, 
in which he still lectures. Dr. Hall 
was named Dean in 1B35 and prin- 
cipal in 1956. He was appointed 
vice-chancellor two yeats ago. 

Robert Rae has been Dean of the 
University since 1950. He was ap- 
pointed vice-principal last year. He 
Is acceding to the prindpalship on 
the eve of Sir George's 10 million 
dollar expansion plan, and will un- 
dertake his new post in July of 
this year. 

ACTIVE 

Dr. Hall was the first full-time 
student councillor in any Canadian 
college. He has been an active 
participant in Montreal education 
and welfare institutions. 

Among his achievements are 
Past President of the University 
Councelling and Placement Asso- 
ciation, President of the Royal As- 
trononUcal Society «f Canada 
(Montreal Centre). He is on the 
governing boards of several social 
agcndes. He is now on ttae.Board 
of GoTemors of the Montreal Dio- 
cesan Tbeologieal College. 

Recognised as one of the senior 
YMCA officers in North America, 



he is currently a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Natio- 
nal Council of YMCA's of Canada, 
and is Gtairman of the Canadian 
Certification Committee of the As- 
sociation of Secretaries of the 
YMCA. 

Dr. Hall has been asked to deli- 
ver the Spring Convocation ad- 
dress on June 1 as his last official 
duty.
